The first of the batch is that of Council- 
man Christman. It hastensections. It pro- 
vides for keeping cars clean, displaying des- 
tination signs night and day, placing names 
and aldresses of Presidents of companies in 
the cars, placing electric enunciators in cars, 
abolishing “‘shuttle”’ cars—i. e., providing 
for a continuous ride in one car—returning 
fares when there is a detentidbn 6f more 
than ten minutes, making steps not higher 
than one foot above ground, fenders with 
roliers to rest on the rails, heating all cars 
when the temperature is as low as 56 de- 
grees, keeping all cars well lit at night, re- 
maining standing at time of accident until 
the police arrive, under $100 penalty; cars not 
to be used for funeral or express business, 
under $1,000 penalty; smoking cars not to be 
taken off except by consent of the Municipal 
Assembly and after five days’ public notice 
by advertisement; three-cent fare during 
rush hours; no side door or “‘ pneumonia ” 
cars between May 1 and Oct. 1; elevated 
roads to have smoking cars on all trains, 
under $25 penalty. >

‘“‘There is a certain honor in a fireman 
losing his life where he is fighting with all 
his power against a dangerous blaze,” said 
Chief Swenie, “‘ but to think that a man’s 
life should be snuffed out battling with such 
an insignificant blaze as this is a thing al- 
most too sad to contemplate. It only goes’ 
to show that the best judgment in the world 
cannot prevent such happenings. It has 
hurt me—this thing. I can’t help it. 

*“‘I blame no one for the accident,” con- 
tinued the Chief. ‘‘ Pazenisa veteran mem- 
ber of the department, and he would not be 
where he is if he were not a man to be de- 
pended on. Mahoney of the Tenth Bat- 
talion ordered the men into the building, but 
he also saw what was coming and ordered 
the firemen to get out. They staid to re- 
lease a line of hose which had becorie caught 
and in that way met their death.»-When the 
second floor went in the walls fell and the 
men could not get away intimetoescape. I 
see nothing to criticise in the handling of the 
fire. The unexpected happened and that 
tells the whole story.”

ly warm. Later inquiry developed that Mr. 
Mason had been for some time a sufferer 
from Bright's disease, and it was the opin- 
ion of his medical attendants that the con- 
diti@n which resulted in his fall was in- 
duced in large measure by this malady. 
When lifted from the floor of the vault 
Mr. Mason was still in a fainting condition 
and it was thought impracticable to take 
him to his residence, 4623 Ellis avenue. Ac- 
cordingly, he was removed at once to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, where, after he had been 
revived, his wounds were dressed. He had 
suffered a severe cut in the forehead and one 
on the bridge of the nose. It is thought his 
nose is broken. Last night he was restless, 
but free from delirium or any indication of 
concussion or other serious results from the 


fall itself. | 
Sufferer for Some Time. 


How long Mr. Mason has been suffering 
from Bright’s disease or nephritis is not 


known, but when Dr. Frank Billings was. 


called last summer to examine his condition 
the malady already had made noticeable 
headway. Dr. Billings attended the patient 
at the hospital and called on him last even- 
ing. 

At his residence it was said Mr. Mason was 
expected to be well enough for removal 
there within a few days. The serious com- 
plication arising from his former illness, 
however, caused physicians to express the 
fear that: Mr. Mason, if he fully recovers 
from the effects of the fall, may be still in 
such a condition that it will be unwise for 
him to attempt for a considerable time at 
least to resume active work. His ailment 
is described as chronic interstitial nephritis. 

Though Mr. Mason had kept at his work as 
an attorney without serious interruption 
his case has been regarded as a stubborn 
one, the disease having become firmly seat- 
ed before medical aid was sought. Less than 
a year ago Dr, Billings was called to attend 
him, and since that time has had him under 
treatment. The sufferer, however, had not 
consented to look upon his condition as 
serious, and when the stroke came that 
caused his fall in the safety deposit vaults 
he was engaged in looking over papers for 
data to be used in one of his law cases.

of his profession in Chicago. He was suc- 

‘cessful and soon built up a remunerative 
business. But the dull routine of law courts 
was not sufficient forhim. Hehadastrong- 
ly developed social nature, and mingled in 
society to a considerable extent. He hada 
decided turn for literature and music, and 
in later years became prominent in both. 
He was among those who promoted the 
great Chicago musical festival when Theo- 
dore Thomas was first called to the city. 
He has written a history of early Illinois 
and has always been a leading figure in the 
affairs of the Historical society. 

As time passed Mr. Mason saw many a 
limp the tree surrounding his fireside. 
They were all boys, and the father began to 
dream of what they might become when 
sent forth from his parental control. He 
remembered the place where he had fin- 
ished his own studies prior to engaging in 
the battle of life, and remarked to himself 
that what was g€ enough for himself was 
good enough for his sons. So he began to 
prepare them for a life in old Ell as soon as 
they should attain age sufficient to warrant 
their departure for the university. From 
the time his oldest son, Henry E. Mason, was 
old enough to enter college up to the present 
day the name of Mason has never been ab- 
sent from the rolls of the university. 

Henry E. Mason matriculated in Yale in 
1885. Three years after him followed Ed-

Huntingtén™ Mason ts fifth th the Mat of 
Solis and sivth of the family to enter Yale.

He concluded by assessing fines, penalties, 
and premiums in the sum of $30,000 and dis- 
barring for all time Carroll Montgomery, 
the general attorney of the Exposition com- 
pany. 

Those on trial were President Wattles, 
Managers Rosewater, Babcock, Reed, 
Burse, Lindsay, Kirkendall, General Mana- 
ger Clarkson, General Attorney Mont- 
gomery, Commandant of the Guard Llewel- 
lyn, and Inspector Wadley. 


Beginning of the Trouble. 

The case has been on trial for the last 
thirty days and has attracted more atten- 
tion than anything of the kind ever brought 
up in the State. The trouble began in July, 
when the companies with Oriental attrac- 
tions at the exposition quarreled as to who 
had the exclusive right to give Oriental 
exhibitions on the exposition grounds. 

Judge Scott finally issued an order en- 
joining the Transmississippi Exposition 
company from in any way interfering with 
the Streets of Cairo, and at the same time 
ordered the opposition company, the Streets 
of All Nations, to close. 

It was charged that the exposition au- 
thorities disregarded the order, and by do- 
ing so injured financially the Streets of 
Cairo concern. 

The Streets of Cairo company was award- 
ed $30,000 damages and Scott ordered the ex- 
position company to pay it at once. Mont- 
gomery, Wattles, Reed, and Wadley were 
found guilty of contempt and fined $200. 

Judge Scott today denounced Judges Sla- 
baugh, Powell, ard Faucett, his compan- 
ions on the bench, because they released last 
summer the exposition people whom Scott 
ordered to jail for contempt. Attorney 
Montgomery he declared to be a perjurer. 

Continuing, Judge Scott asserted that he 
proposed to fight lawlessness as long as he 
lived, whether he found it on the bench orin 
the gutter. 

It is announced that the case will be ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

Attorney Montgomery Disbarred. 

Judge Scott further said that he would 
issue an order barring Montgomery from 
practice in his court, and that he would ap- 
point a committee of the bar to bring general 
disbarment proceedings against Montgom- 
ery tomorrow. 

It was arranged that a motion for a new 
trial would be submitted tomorrow, and 
meanwhile Montgomery, Wadley, Wattles, 
and Reed will be allowed their liberty under 
the bonds that they have given in the case, 

In reviewing the case, the Judge held that 
Montgomery was not only guilty of con- 
tempt, but that the evidence showed that he 
was also guilty of suborning perjury and of 
being himself a perjurer. 

The Judge spent some time discussing the 
action of the four District Judges, Baker, 
Keysor, Slabaugh, and Powell, charactegiz- 
ing their acts as anarchy on the bench, law- 
less, and as subverting justice. 

Judge Scott had not proceeded far in the 
delivery of his opinion when it was reported 
to him that F. J. Sutcliffe. a stenographer, 
was taking notes in the hall, the door stand- 
ing open. He fined him $50. The Judge, 
however, said that he would not for the 
present enforce the order if Sutcliffe would 
leave the hall, which, on the advice of his 
friends, he did. Thus no transcript of what 
the court said is available. 

At the same hour that Judge Scott will 
be making his disbarment order in the morn- 
ing against Carroll 8. Montgomery, the lat- 
ter will be in Lincoln filing a transcript of 
the entire exposition contempt case and giv- 
ing a supersedeas bond for an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Montgomery went to 
Lincoln tonight, A bond for each of the four 
defendants and one for the exposition have 
been prepared with BE. W. Nash, Guy C. 
Barton, and J. H. Milard as sureties, so as 
to be ready. Before Mr. Montgomery left 
separate motions for a new trial were filed 
with the Clerk.of the District Court. |

This should be considered when people ask 
why we have not pushed to the point of 
war some secondary difference. Before con- 
demning us for not going to war they should 
be sure there are nv other complications in 
view compelling us to economize the force 
at the government's disposal. 

“ This is a matter of businesslike calcula- 
tion. The more the empire extends the more 
necessary to judge matters from this stand- 
point. It is dangerous to let rhapsody take 
the place of calculation. 


Referring to the “ difficulty of taking the 
people into a government’s confidence in 
matters of foreign policy,’ he said: 

*“*‘I have often felt the want of such an 
institution as the United States Foreign Re- 
lations committee. It is impossible here, 
but it must be a great advantage for a Min-

POVERTY AND RIOTS IN CHINA. 


Thousands Starving to Death in Chin- 
Chow-Fu Province—Atrocities of 
Yumantze’s Band. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—On board the 
Steamer Gaelic, which arrived from the 
Orient today, was the Rev. H. W. White, a 
missionary. He brings news of a terrible 
condition of affairs existing in the Chin- 
Chow-Fu Province, a section 150 miles long 
and 70 miles wide, inhabited by over 4,500,- 
0VO people, mostly farmers. Owing to two 
Successive droughts the crops have been 
Y failures and the people of the province men- 
tioned are dying by thousands from starva- 
tion, and the outlying provinces and the 
government are doing little to help the suf- 
fering. The people of Shang-Fung Province 
are also starving. In some of the villages 
of the latter place there are hundreds of 
deaths in a week’s time. In Chin-Chow-Fu 
there have been as many as 180 deaths in 
one day. . 

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 16.—The steamer 
Empress of India brings news from Chung 
King, China, via Shanghai, that business is 
paralyzed throughout the western Chinese 
Province of Szchunen because of the depre- 
dations of Yumantze and his band of 5,000 
rebels, who are thoroughly disciplined and 
wear a uniform having for its distinguishing 
feature the Chinese character meaning 
** Avenge.”” They are determined to rid 
China of all foreigners and stamp out the 
Christian religion. 

There are 6,000 Catholic refugees in Chung 
King, and the property destroyed by the 
rebels is estimated at 5,000,000 taels. During 
their raids they have rendered 20,000 people, 
, mostly native Christians, homeless, and 
sixty-two lives have been taken, including 
several European missionaries. Yumantze 
recently beheaded two Catholic missionarie® 
which the City of Yuinchuan gave up to him 
as hostages. He offered them their lives if 
they would renounce their.religion.

It was just fifteen minutes before the time 
fixed for the execution when the Sheriff 
received the announcement by wire that a 
reprieve had been granted by Lieutenant 
Governor Northcott. 

Pinnex had made every preparation to 
meet his death, even to being baptized by 
the Rev. Mr. Reed, pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, who also ad- 
minjstered the last sacrament. Pinnex was 
dressed in his last suit of clothes, the last 
good-byes had been said between him and 
the other prisoners, who had been assem- 
bled for that purpose, the death warrant 
read to him by Sheriff Sloan, and the gaping 
throng of people on the outside of the jail 
were waiting to hear the crash of the trap, 
when the condemned man was literally 
snatched from the jaws of death by the 
telephone message that announced that a 
stay of ten days had been, granted. 

The message arrived at 12:15, and at 12:30 
a telegram was received confirming the first 
from the Lieutenant Governor’s home in 
Greenville. When the Sheriff took the mes- 
sage to his cell Pinnex supposed his time 
had come to face death, but he showed no 
signg of fear or any other emotion. When 
it was read to him he simply said: ‘‘I was 
ready to die if necessary. There are better 
places than this.’’ 

Later he laughed as he watched the crowd 
outside, saying: ‘‘ Why don’t they go home, 
now the stuff’s off.” 

His wonderful nerve, that has never wav- 
ered, staid with him, and beyond smiles and 
glistening of his eye he showed no emotion. 
The jail was thrown open and a large crowd 
of people surged into the dining-room, where 
the scaffold stood, and to the murderer’s 
cell, where he stood, so they might see him. 

When the crowd had been ushered out of 
the jail a large box of roses was brought 
into his cell. They were intended for his 
coffin, but when he saw them he laughingly 
acquiesced to a guard’s remark that they 
were no good now and might as well be 
made up into buttonhole bouquets. 

The stay was received with joy by the 

heriff and a large number of the people, 
who have contended that there were miti- 
gating circumstances surrounding the kill- 
ding and that the death sentence was too 
severe. 

Attorney McDowell, counsel for Pinnex, 
and Editor Connelly of the Press were in 
Springfield all of Thursday night making a 
desperate attempt to locate the Governor 
or his Lieutenant.

Shooting Affray Occurs af 362 West 
Harrison Street—Slan Is Taken to the 
County Hospital and May Die—The 
Woman Is Injured. 


When Harry Meyers, alias ‘‘ Muldoon,” 
confessed before United States Commission- 
er Wirt E. Humphrey yesterday that he had 
been implicated in several recent postoffice 
robberies he confronted the prospect. of re- 
turn to a prison in which he has spent al- 
ready twenty-two years of his life. Meyers 
is 55 years old, and, among criminals, ranks 
as an old timer. He has been concerned in 
several notable crimes. | 

Meyers glibly told Commissioner Humph- 
rey the story of the robbery of the Winne 
ka postoffice, while his associates, Josep 
King, alas Kessinger, and Charles Masters, 
handcuffed together, sat silent and listened, 
both having admitted their guilt. Meyers 
said the robbery was planned by a man 
named Stevens, who lives on the West Side. 
Their headquarters, he said, was in a base- 
ment at 472 Wabash avenue. 

The three men were held -to the federal 
grand jury in bonds of $3,000 each. Thomas 
Sheehan, an alleged accomplice, is locked up 
at the Central Station, and as soon as con- 
vincing evidence can be obtained he will be 
arraigned. | 

Meyers’ story is that of a life-long burglar, 
aman who has devoted his years to violence, 
robbery, and penitentiary slavery. He was 
a top-notcher in his day, and, though age 
has seized him, he patiently follows his pro- 
fession, hoping for the reward occasionaly 
bestowed on perseverance and daring. 

He is an expert machinist, a clever all-

Cuts Off His Thumb in Prison. 


It was his third term, and to make it more 
oppressive the penitentiary officials p'>ced 
him in the cooper shop, the labor the: be- 
ing considered the hardest in the prison. 
Meyers did not take kindly to the cooperage 
business, so he eut off his left thumb with 
an adze in order to obtain a change. As 
soon as he could work he was put right 
back making barrels. 

He was released in 1898. On Aug, 17 of 
the same year he was arrested in Windsor, 
Mo., while attempting to blow open a safe 
in the drug store of J. F. Wall. He escaped 
conviction and was later arrested in St. 
Louis for having burglar’s tools in his pos- 
session. He sought new pastures and gerved 
a short term in the Kingston, Ca@hada, 
prison. Returning to Chicago, he was 
caught working on a safe in a paint shop 
at Indiana avenue and Twenty-second street. 
For this he was given two years, his fourth 
term in Joliet. He was released Feb, 28, 1898.

Can Occupy Streets.

“One thing the Finance committee has 
done in connection with this’ contract of 
which I heartily approve,’’ continued the 
Commissioner. ‘* It has voted to recommend 
to the Council the strict.enforcement of sec- 
tion 888 of the law, which provides for the 
separation, by the householder of ashes and 
garbage in the boxes. If that section were 
only enforced it would go a long way to- 
ward solving the garbage problem.”’ 

The present intention of the Finance com- 
mittee is to consider the bids for the garbage 
contract when they are received and makea 
report to the Council recommending one or 
more be accepted. Then the Mayor, if he

The 
Etheriahs and the flesh-and-blood charac- 
ters are all treated in the same matter of 
course style, with scarcely a trace of the 
misty mysticism that is customary in this 
sort of story. This is one of the reasons 
why “An Angel in a Web” is a thoroughly 
pleasing and human tale in spite of its super- 
natural element. 
The supernatural in the story gives it an 

air of novelty hist will undoubtedly attract 
attention to it, but it would have been just 
as good a story without the Etherians. The 
wonder is that Mr. Ralph has not spoiled it 
with this bold innovation, but, strange as 
it fay seem, he has not. These invisible 
spirits that hover about the mundane char- 
acters, striving to influence their actions one 
way or the other, are neither uncanny nor 
_disgustingly angelic. They are quite human, 
both in their comparative helplessness and 
in “theif capacities for evil as well as for. 
good. They quarrel; too, in a dignified, 
etherial way, and when the disembodied 
mother of the villain gets things into a dan- 
gerous tangle the good angels of the heroine 
threaten the bad Etherians with annihila- 
tion.

Songs from the Ghetto. By Morris 

Rosenfeld. Copeland & Day. 
There is no doubt of the poetic quality of 
the “‘ Songs from the Ghetto.” But there 
is rather more than a doubt’ about their . 
being received and read because of the 
fine lyrigal quality displayed in nearly all 
of them, or for a certain alluring spontane- 
ity in respect of nature, which, mingled with 
Jewish lamentation, peryades»a few. Mr. 
Rosenfeld is a Russian Jew.<bodrn of fisher- 
folk, who fled from his country—rather a 
stepmother “to him” than’a real parent—to 
+ ‘scape the ineffable calamities which were 
put upon his coreligionists. After an ex- 
perience such as must fall upon some of 
the unfortunate -ones in the world, he came 
m@ tO’ America and worked as a sempster in the

fatal scourge of consumption attacking him, 
he was compelled to give up this most.taxing 
and arduous labor and depend upon writing 
for-the newspapers. and other periodicals of 
his-peopié bare subsistence.

cfitic and writer of Boston, has contributed 
several works to the literature of music, his 
latest being a study of the great composers 
and their music. After briefly sketching the 
developments which led up to modern music 
through the Flenish and Italian schools, lay- 
ing special stress upon Palestrina in the 
latter, Mr. Elson examines critically the 
work of all the great modern composers, be- 
ginning with Bach and closing with Wagner. 

There is nothing specially original in his 
book, but it is valuable as a compilation and 
as a scholarly study of mo@ern music, and it 
will be particularly valuable to musical stu- 
dents who desire to became acquainted with 
the salient characteristics of composers and 
the distinctions of various schools of music. 
What otherwise would have to be obtained 
by long and painstaking search through 
many volumes, biographical and otherwse, is 
here compactly and well stated in a single 
volume. There is nothing in these state- 
ments to which any reader will take excep- 
tion unless it be the Wagnerites, who will 
decidedly object to his characterization of 
Wagner's music as “ a will-o’-the-wisp,”’ and 
his prophecy that the composers of ‘the 
future “‘ will not recede from the wonderful 
orchestration which Wagner, Berlioz, Rich- 
ard Strauss, and others have established, but 
they will combine with it something of the 
purer classical school, so that while the com- 
poser of the future may possess the passion 
of the present school he will also combine 
with it something of the limpid purity of a 
Mozart, the figure treatment ofa Beethoven, 
and the centrapuntal ease of a Bach.”’ 

This is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished, but it must be conceded there are no 
present signs of such an event. Stil] music 
is just now at the parting of the ways. What 
direction it will eventually take is uncertain. 
It is to be hoped it will take the road in- 
dicated by Mr. Elson. 


It is not possible to consider Henry C. 


‘Lahee’s book, entitled “ Famous Singers of 


Today and Yesterday ”’ (Page), with much 
patience. Like Mr. Elson, Mr. Lahee, we be- 
eve, is a critic, and being a critic he should 
have produced something of more value than 
this hurried and ill-digested mass of infor- 
mation about the artists of the last twenty- 
five or thirty years, which has been compiled 
from all sorts of sources, some of them relia- 
ble, others quite unreliable. While there 
are some statements of interest as to the 
biography and careers of many singers, espe- 
cially of some who are now almost forgotten 
and yet had grand triumphs in their day, the 
most of the material is of the gossipy sort 
peculiar to the adwahce agent and the in- 
sidious foyer talk of managers, and some of 
it borders on the sentimental. If the book 
was worth writing at all it was worth writing 
well. Musicians will hardly care for it, but 
it may find a constituency among unmusical 
people who take pleasure in personal gossip 
as to the environments of popular artists.

An Original Fairy Book. 
Within the covers of the little book, “‘ The 
Counterpane Fairy’ (Dutton), Catherine 
Pyle has placed some of the best products 
of both her pen and pencil. The author has 
succeeded in writing for children some fairy 
tales that have the charm of novelty, a vir- 
tue rarely attained nowadays by those who 
seek subjects for stories in the elf kingdom. 
The illustrations are fitting accompaniments 
of the excellent text. The Counterpane Fairy 
is a little creature who, tiring of the butter- 
fly existence of a court falry’s life, turns her 
attention to amusing boys and girls who are 
getting over illnesses, but who are as yet 
unable to leave their cots. She does this 
because she loves children and because she 
wishes to give the tired mothers needed rest. 
The good fairy climbs upon the bed and asks 
the invalid to look at one of the counter- 
pane’s silken squares while she counts seven 
times seven. As forty-nine is pronounted 
the sick child is transported to fairyland 
and becomes a witness of little fairy dramas. 
One or two of the titles of Miss Pyle’s tales 
smack of the time-tried tales of Queen Mab’s 
“land, as witness the “‘ Princess of the Gold- 
en, Castle”’ and “ Starlein and Silvering,”’ 
but it is a pleasure to say that the “‘ touch 
of things ancient ’’ rests only on the stories’ 
names. It is pleasantly evident that And- 
ersen and Grimm did not exhaust the stock 
of the elf world lore. ‘‘ The Owls and the 
Gambolsome Elf’’ is a particularly attrac- 
tive story, and all the tales undoubtedly will 
hold permanently the liking of the young. 


Nursery Picture Books. 

Among the many pretty nursery books 
published by R. H. Russell of New York 
the most daintily illustrated one is the 
** New Mother Goose Pictures,’’ the work on 
which is done by Chester Loomis. The book 
contains all the familiar Mother Goose 
rhymes, »printed in clear black type, and 
along with them are many pictures illus- 
trating Simple Simon’s famous col- 
loquy with stingy pieman, the 
slight mishap that befell Jack and 
Jill,. the wicked deed of the piper’s 
gon, and all the rest of the famous historical 
happenings told by Mother Goose. Mr. Loo- 
mis’ illustrations are strongly suggestive of 
Peter Newell's, and are remarkably fine, 
both in concepticn and in execution. They 
are as droll and quaint as the old rhymes 
themselves, and both in their drawing and 
in their peculiar and delicate shading they 
-are all that the eye could desire. The book 
is certain to be a prime favorite with those 
seeking gifts for small pensioners of Santa 
Claus. 


The same publisher issues a daring and 
quite successful attempt to write a sequel to 
Mother Goose. It is called “‘ More Mother 
Goose: Little Bo-Peep Continued,’’ and the 
verses are by R. K. Munkittrick, while the 
pictures are by Chester Loomis. The pic- 
tures are in colors and show the same sure 
touch and artistic finish that always char- 
acterize this artist’s work. The verses are 
in the nature of a dramatic gtory in which 
the lost tails

(Russell), by Sybil and Katharine Corbet, is 
an illustrated nonsense story that reminds 
one a little of Lewis Carroll's “ snark ” and 
other mysterious beasts. It tells how a 
family of lions lived in the garret and a 
family of bears in the garden, and what 
happened when the bears met the Black- 
berry Binx.

REDUCES TELEPHONE RATES. 


Central Union Company at Peoria Vol- 
untarily Cuts Prices to Stop 
Competition. 


Peoria, Ill., Dec. 16.—[Special.]—The Cen- 
tral Union Telephone company recently se- 
cured a new franchise in Peoria running for 
thirty years and allowing it to charge 
the same rate as now prevails. The company 
promised to put its wires underground down- 
town, spent a hundred thousand dollars on 
improvements, and greatly improved the 
service, but the business-men felt that the 
rates should have been reduced. A confer- 
encé was sought with the officials of the 
company, who came down from Chicago, 
both sides presented their case and a 
speedy decision was promised. This came 
today in a communication from the Central 
Union Telephone company voluntarily re- 
ducing rates on all classes of service from 
10 to 85 per cent. It is believed, however, 
that this action was prompted also by the 
fact that an independent telephone com- 
pany has a franchise for the installation of 
a plant here, although no work has yet been 
done, and that the reduction was made in 


the hope of scaring it out. 


STANFORD ESTATE SETTLED. 


Report of the Executrix and the Pay- 
ment of Debts and Legacies Amount- 
ing to Millions. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—Jane L. Stan- 
ford, executrix of the estate of Leland Stan- 
ford, filed in the Superior Court today her 
final account, accompanied by a petition for 
final distribution of the estate. 

She reports that all debts against the es- 
tate of the late Senator, aggregating $1,182,- 
174 have been paid. All the legacies, amount- 
ing to $5,115,000, have also been paid. 

All litigation has been disposed of in favor 
of the estate except the so-called inheritance 
case, now pending before the Supreme Court, 
and in which $250,000 is involved. With the 
consent of the court ample provision will be 
made to meet this tax, should the court 
finally determine that it is legal and pay- 
able. The executrix expresses the belief that 
the estate is in condition to be closed and the 
residue and remainder distributed,

Cashier of Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen Held Under Bonds at 
Peoria for Embezzlement. 


Peoria, Ill., Dec. 16.—[ Special. ]—The hear- 
ing of Frank R. Gadd, chief clerk and cashier 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
who was arrested a week or 80 ago on a, 
charge of embezzlement, came up today and 
was continued. He is charged with the em- 
bezzlement of $3,600. His books were in- 
vestigated by E. Reckitt of Chicago, an ex- 
pert accountant, who found false entries 


certificates on claims in the beneficlary de- 
partment. Bail was fixed at $2,400, and in 
default of it Gadd was sent to jail.

Another girl of American birth is about to 
become a British peeress through the eleva- 
tion of Sir Stafford Northcote to the House 
of Lords. For Lady Northcote, although the 
adopted daughter of the multi-millionaire 
Canadian peer, Lord Mount-Stephen, is an 
American girl and born on this side of the 
‘Canadiah border. If I remember right she 
is a native of Vermont. > 

Sir Stafford is the second son of the late 
Lord Iddesleigh and brother of the present 
‘Earl of that ilk. He has a younger brother 
of the name of Oliver, who is married toa 
sister of Hamilton Fish and Stuyvesant 
lish, and who is established in business in 
New York. 

Sir Stafford, after serving some time in 
the Foreign office, entered Parliament in 
1880, and has now resigned his seat, de- 
claring that it is a source of too great ex- 
pense, since, aside from the large sums of 
money which he is called upon to disburse 
at each general election, it has cost him on 
an average $20,000 a year in local subscrip- 
tions and expenses of one kind and another 
in connection with his constituency. 

He was in this country about a year ago 
in regard to the fisheries difficulty, and 
spent some time at Washington. He is 
much less genial and cheery than was his 
father, and his face perpetually wears a 
bored and dissatisfied look: it is reported 
that as soon as he has been elevated to the 
peerage he will be appointed to some colo- 
nial Governorship or other. 


There ought to be no difficulty whatso- 
ever in connection with disproving the 
claim of the man Charles Gunn, now under 
indictment for fraud in Johannesburg, south 
Africa, to the effect that he is the younger 
brother of the late Duke of Hamilton, and 
as such the heir to his title and estates, the 
resent Duke being a distant cousin of the 
late peer. 
Lord Charles Hamilton, popularly known 
as *‘ Carlo,’”’ the only brother of the late 


' Duke, was so well known, bath in England 


and particularly on the continent, that there 
must be thousands upon thousands of peo- 
ple who could quickly furnish evidence that 
there was nothing in common between the 
south African fraud and Lord “ Carlo” 
Hamilton. 

The latter during his lifetime was forever 
coming before the public in connection with 
some new wild freak or eccentricity. Hun- 
dreds of stories are current concerning him, 
and it is difficult to meet any foreigner or 
English clubman in the old world who has 
not something or other to relate about him. 

I can recall on one occasion, when he had 
been dining more well than wisely at the 
Maison -Dorée, at Paris, how he came down 
the staircase on to the boulevard with a 
rush, and then, taking a leap like a horse or 
greyhound, shot, not perpendicularly, but 
horizontal fashion, his hands stretched out 
forward like a diver, through the glass sides 
of the kiosque at the curbstone, in which the 
old woman was selling papers, landing on his 
hands and feét in the roadway beyond with- 
out a single cut or scratch. 

On another occasion, to win a wager, he 
crossed the Boulevard des Italiens from the 
Café Anglais to the Café Riche without a 
stitch of clothing on, managing to get across 
—it was in the middle of the day—without 
being arrested. 

On yet another occasion, when aft Nice, I 
remember his firing revolvers in the wildest 
fashion out of the windows of the hotel 
where hg was staying, creating a panic on 
the promenade below. . 

It is perfectly true that he fought several 
duels, and in one of them killed his adver- 
sary, a Russian nobleman. But it was on 
the continent, and he got into no trouble in 
connection with the matter. The story told 
by the south African claimant that Lord 
Charles had been compelled to flee for his 
life in consequence of his having killed a 
man in a duel in Scotland is totally untrue. 

Lord ‘‘Carlo”’ married a beautiful Nea- 
politan, a Princess Pignatelli, whom he car- 
ried off from her first husband. I think it 
was the latter whom he killedin duel. Carlo 
died at Biarritz after a long illness, and his 
body was conveyed to Scotland for burial, 
the heart being, in the usual fashion, re- 
moved from the body and placed in a silver- 
gilt urn, In accordance with time-honored 
customs in the Hamilton family. 

Unless I am much mistaken, Lord “ Car- 
lo’s’’ intimate friend and crony, Sir Claude 
de Crespigny, escorted the body to England 
and was present at the entombment. 

Sir Claude has almost as many wild stories 
to his credit as has “‘ Carlo’’ Hamilton, and 
has broken’ his bones in ballooning, steeple- 
chasing, pig-sticking, and boxing, besides 
having been badly bitten by a poisonous 
snake in India and almost crushed to death 
by a boa constrictor in South America. 

Sir Claude served both in the navy and in 
the army, and for many years used to be 
known in England as the “ Hangman Bar- 
onet,’’ owing to the fact that when Sheriff 
of his county—namely: Essex—he had taken 
his duties as such sufficiently seriously to 
consider himself personally responsible for 
the proper and satisfactory hanging of a 
convicted murderer. As Sheriff he was nom- 
inally intrusted with having the man hung. 
But although the actual execution of the 
sentence was carried into effect by the offi- 
cial executioner, Sir Claude mounted the 
scaffold with the latter and supervised every- 
thing until the unfortunate criminal had 


been launched into eternity. 


In view of the prejudice which so many 
people entertain, socially speaking, with re- 
gard to the stage, it is rather interesting 
to notethat among the members of the house 
party invited by the Earl of Howe to meet 
the Duke and Duchess of York at his.coun- 
try seat the other day was a full-fledged 
professional actress, a footlight favorite, 
who figures on the boards of the London 
theaters as Miss Ellis Jeffreys. And she was 
treated with particular cordiality by the 
royal visitors. 

True, she is a daughter-in-law of the 
old Earl, having married his second son, 
and, as she comes from a good old Irish 
family, Lord and Lady Howe have taken 
her completely to their hearts. 

Old Lord Howe, who is a fine-looking old 
fellow of 76, is, like so many of his fellow- 
peers at the present moment, engaged in 
defending his titles and estates against a 
claimant. The latter, who bears the name 
of Willis, has gone to. the length of serving 
injunctions upon the Earl’s numerous ten- 
ants enjoining them from paying rent to 
the peer, an inconvenient procedure in view 
of the fact that Lord Howe, like so - many 
other members of the British aristocracy, 
derives the greater part of his revenue 
from his land. aes 

Mr. Willis bases his claim on the allega- 
tion that the father of the present Earl was 
@ supposititious child, and that instead of 
being entitled to bear the name of Richar 
Curzon, and in lieu of being the heir to th 
Curzon peerage, subsequently transformed 
into the Earldom of Howe, he was merely 
the child of a servant girl named Anne 
Oakes. 

The plaintiff declares it is only lately he 
has discovered the fraud perpetrated by the 
first Earl’s mother. and is stated by his 
lawyers to possess exceedingly strong evi- 
dence in support of his contentions. 

The first Earl Howe—that is to say, the 
one who is alleged to be the illegitimate son 
of a servant girl and father of the present 
r—was one of the handsomest men of his 
day, and occupied the post of chief cham- 
berlgin and lord-in-waiting to Queen Ade- 
laide, German consort of King William IV., 
and aunt, therefore, of Queen Victoria. 

Rumor, in@eed, connected the name of the 
Earl with that of Queen Adelaide in a per- 
sistent manner, and those most friendly dis- 
posed explained the intimacy by the fact 
that the Queen and the Earl were secretly 


married. 

Copsall, the principal country seat of the 
Earl of Howe, is famous as the house in 
which Handel composed the “ Messiah,” and 
a great deal of his original music is pre- 
served there. Lord Howe's eldest son bears 
the title of Viscount Curzon, and is married 
to a sister of the late Duke of Marlborough, 
who is the most accomplished lady four-in-* 
hand whip in England. She has but one 
gon, and in the event of his death it is the 
actress’ little boy who will eventually inherit 
the Earidom. 4

BRYAN’S JAP NOT A COUNT. | 


Boy Who Would Have the Silver Lead- 
er as Father Is Son of an Ori- 
ental Farmer.

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 14.—The glamour sur- 
rounding the Japanese youth who made a 
descent on Lincoln and proceeded to adopt 
himself as the son of Colonel and Mrs. W. J. 
Bryan, in spite of their protestations, has 
already begun to wear off as the local and 
out of town newspaper notoriety given him 
begins to wane. Instead of Count Itsu, with 
a strain of blood not a whit below that of the 
Mikado himself, Lincoln’s latest Oriental 
visitor bears the wholly plebeian name of 
Yamachera Yamachita, the son of a 
humble téller of the soil in his native Japan. 
Neither has Yamachera any more wealth 
than the Nebraska law allows. In fact, he 
was obliged to spend a solid year in San 
Francisco in humble occupation to secure 
the wherewithal to bring him to Lincoln. 
He is no longer a member of the Bryan 
household, but makes his home with the 
widow and children of the late John Fitz- 
gerald. 

The word picture of the flowing garments 
of Oriental splendor worn by Mr. Yamachita 
on his entrée to Lincoln must likewise be 
put down as a pretty piece of fiction. On the 
contrary, his trousers bag at the knees in 
distinctively American style, and the bal- 


mance of his wardrobe is of approved Anglo- 


Saxon makeup. 

The story of his long journey under diffi- 
culties and his present aims is nevertheless 
interesting. Yamachera heard of Mr. 
Bryan during the Presidential canvass. He 
wrote to the then Presidential candidate, 
announcing his desire to come to Lincoln 
and adopt himself as the son of Mr. Bryan, 
telling of his desires to become a leader of 
the common people of Japan and his ambi- 
tion to some day enter the Japanese Parlia- 
ment. The reply sent from Lincoln was any- 
thing but encouraging. Mr. Bryan plainly 
and earnestly sought to dissuade him from 
making the trip. Nebraska summers were 
described as decidedly the reverse of sunny 
Italy, and Nebraska winters of a degree of 
frigidity calculated to make the Oriental 
teeth chatter. 
fiftcen months ago Yamachera set forth, and 
in due time reached his destination. His 
manner of introducing himself to the Bryan 
household was circumspect. He informed 
the then Colonel that he must henceforth re- 
gard” himself as his. father, but’at the end 
of seven years,.éf all went well, he might 
call the one-sided bargain off. 

The persistency of the boy, if nothing else, 
has aroused the interest of Mr. and Mrs. 


Bryan, and they have seen that his wants 


are provided for. He is at present taking 
special studies in the University of Nebras- 
ka, and seems to be making progress. 
Yamachera is 20 years old and brighter and 
neater than the average of his nationality.
